H Iba. salt. 

4 Iba. nlr-alnked lime. 

1 bo. asbea. 

4 Iba sulphur. 

2 llts. copperas. 

Mix all of the Ingredients except the 
copperas. Dissolve th* copperas to a 
quart of warm water and add to tba 
mixture. Tbln mixture should be kept 
before the hogs at all tlmea A self 
feeder compartment, or a trough, can 
be used for thla purpose.
